1. Claims 1, 3, 5 through 22 and 28 are pending. Claims 1 , 3 and 15 have been 
amended. Claim 2 has been canceled. Applicants' claim to priority from foreign 
application SPAIN P200200753 filed April 1, 2002 is acknowledged. Applicant's 
amendments and arguments filed June 17, 2009 have been entered and carefully 
considered. 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. With regard to the prior rejection of claim 1 under the second paragraph of 35 
U.S.C. 1 1 2, Applicants have amended claim 1 to limit p to a value of 1 when L 3 is a 
single bond preceded by the optional values for p, thereby requiring the R2 bearing 
nitrogen to be substituted. Therefore, the rejection of claim 1 as indefinite is hereby 
withdrawn. 

3. The claimed invention is neither anticipated by, nor obvious over, the prior art.
